1. No jew fhall come for, or depart England 
without Licenfe, upon Pain of Death. 

2. No jew {hall Walk or Ride without a Yellow 
Badge upon his, or ber outward or upper Garment. 

3. No jew shall ftir out of bis Houfe or Lodg- 
ing on Good-Fryday. 

4. No Jew shall contemn Jefus Chrift,nor Biaf- 
pheme His Divinity, on Pam of being Burnt. - 

5. No Jew shall Strike a Chriftian, on Pain of 
baving bis Right Arm cut off. 

6. No Jew fhall Kill a Chriftian, on Pain that 
be be Hang’d alive on a Gibbet, and be fed daily | 
with Bread and Water till he Dies upon the fame 
Gibbet. 

7. if any Jew shal Cheat a Chriftian, and 
Efcape, all tbe reft of the Jews hall make fatisfaGi- 
on to the Chriftian, fo Cheated. 

8, All the Synagogues of the Jews (hal be 
fupprefs'd; and if any of their Rabbies, or Jewith 
Pricfts, hall Teach or Preach againft the Chriftian 
Religion bereafter in England, all fuch Preachers 
and others fhall be Burnt. 

9. No Jew, on Pain of Hanging, {hall Tran- 
fport any Bullion or Coin beyond Sea, nor De- 
face, or Melt down any Chriftian Coin. 

10, The Kings Judges (hall not bear the Tefti- 
mony of a Jew againft a Chriftian. 

11. No Jew fhal be Sworn upon the Evan- 
gelifts. | 

12) The Jews fhall have four Judges, two 
whereof Chriftians, and the other Jews, who fhall 
Try and Determine all Caufes betwixt Jews and 
Chrifttans. 

13, AD the Children of the Jews, as foon as 
Born, the ReGor or Vicar of the Parifh (hal take 
from them, put fuch to Nurfes, and breed them 
up in the Chriftian Religion , for which the Jews 
mujt Pay all the Charges. 

14. Inthe Exchequer appointed for the Jews, 
there (hall be balf Chriftians and balf Jews; and 
fhalt both bave equal Power, and different Locks 
and Keys to prevent Fraud. |
